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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The 
applicant primarily asserts that Ker does not cure deficiencies of the APAF by disclosing "a path of said substrate extending though a single 
opening in the conductive band . . . that increases the substrate resistance." The examiner believes that Ker properly cures the deficiencies 
of the APAF and the combined references show all of the elements of the claims. As stated in the Final Office Action, Ker specifically 
discloses that the resistance is increased between the substrate and well region through an opening in layers 3201 and 3202. Since Ker 
discloses that resistance is increased, then Ker suggests that distance and doping level is sufficient in this area to provide an increased 
substrate resistance. Therefore, Ker properly cures the deficiencies of the APAF and the combined references show all of the elements of 
the claims. 
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
